“They were flying at 
tremendous altitude, he said. 
“Our planes flew alongside and 
signaled them to land, but the 
American planes disregarded 
the' signals and continued on 
their courses.” 

Asked if the Soviet pilots 
had identified any American 
markings on the planes, 
Rudenko said: 

“They did not see any mark- 
ings, but our fliers know 
United States planes.” 

One American reporter .sug- 
gested the planes may have 
been made in the United States 
and sold to another country. 

“That’s your responsibility,”! 
Rudenko replied. 
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
